Two Cases in Point. . 

The present impetus to the movement for 
an amendment to the habeas corpus act 
began in the release ten days ago of Joseph 
Wyman, who in 1895 was convicted of the 
murder of Wilhelmina Dinger, sentenced to 
life imprisonment. He was liberated on 
habeas corpus by Judge Hanecy on the plea 
that the mittimus was faulty because it did 
not specify the crime—namely: the word 
murder—in the body of the legal paper. The 
application for the writ was first heard by 
Judge Stein, who refused to release the pris- 
oner, and remanded him to jall. Then it was 
taken before Judge Hanecy, who ordered his 
release. 

Following this is the case of John Red- 
mond, whose attorneys set up the same 
claim for his release on habeas corpus. 
Redmond was convicted of the murder of 
Dr. Flaviug M. Wilder in 1892. Judge Kav-

Lawyer Analyzes 

The Wyman case has brought the whole 
subject before the lawyers of the Illinois 
bar. The vital parts of the respective opin- 
fons, of Judge Stein and Hanecy in 
this Wyman case, as analyzed by an at- 
torney who has closely followed the two 
proceedings are as follows: 

Judge Stein takes the view that it suffi- 
ciently appears from the record that the de- 
fendam is being sentenced for the crime of 
murder, and that the officers of the law are 
fully informed as to their duties in his con- 
finement.

While the 
term of the contract is for seventy-five 
years, it may be dissolved by either the city 
the Drainage Trustees upon one year’s 
notice. In apprgisement the value is to 
be determined by a committee of two, one 
to be appointed by the city and one by the 
Drainage Trustees. In case of disagree- 
ment a third member of the committee may 
be appointed.

The committee recommends that the fol- 
lowing answer be made to the Genera! As- 
sembly the propositions for the 
revision of the Confession of Faith: 
The Presbytery of Chicago, being called upon by 
the General Assembly to express its preference 
as to what action, if any, shall be taken by the 
assembly's committee in their treatment of the 
confession of faith, make answer as follows: 
While holding loyalty to the Westminster con- 
fession of faith as containing the system of 
doctrine taught in the holy scriptures and de- 
claring our. conviction that no alterations of or 
additions to its present form can be wisely or 
successfully attempted, we favor the preparation 
of a simple supplementary creed, setting forth the

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MRS. M. S. WOODWARD OF EVANS- 
TON RELATES EXPERIENCES. 


ing Through Terrible Ordeal—Sur- 
vivers Show Signs of Suffering—Le- 
gations Guarded by Heroes Behind 
Shelters Made from Gaudy Silk 
Sand Bage—Live for Many Day on 
Horse and Mule Meat. |

„With two children at home and a daugh- 
ter with me I was afraid to think, so I turned 
in and did what I could for the immedlate 
comfort of the suffering ones under our care. 
I became a nurse, with other women at the 


other night. 
“ After we all took refiige in the British 
Legation elaborate plans for our defense 
were undertaken, We experienced no diffi- 
culty in getting to the British Legation, al- 
though constantly harassed by the Boxer 
mob. The Rugsian Legation stood between 
the American and British Legations. The 
men cut through the intervening walls and 
then made our retreat as secure as possible 

by erecting barricades. . . 

Sand Bags of Gorgeous Silks. 

There was plenty of work for the women. 
We sewed the sand bags for the  barri- 
cades, and the world never looked on such 
magnificent sand bags. Our forces made a 
sortie, captured the establishments of a 
number of rich Chinége merchants, and ap- 
propriated enough and rich stuffs to 
clothe an army in raiment rich as Solo- 
mon's. This all went for sand bags. We 
made sand bags out of costly silks and the 
richest embroidered fabrics to be found in 
the realm of the Dowager Empress. No one 
ever saw such barricades before and never 
will again. It seemed an awful extrava- 
gance, but cheaper material.was not at hand, 
and the silk cost not but. work of burn- 
ing houses of the Chinese and driving out 
their occupants. — 

After this there was continual fighting 
day and night. The Boxers were not want- 
ing in diligence, and one night captured 
the wall held by our forces. It wag the 
wall of Pekin that separated us from the 
native city. We regained it, however, 

h the herotsm of Captain Jack Myers 
of the Oregon and twenty of the Newark’s 
men.. With his little score of brave lads 
he made a dash for the wall and captured 
it without a scratch. Shortly after that 

Myers received a spéar wound, and on top 
of this suffered typhoid that threatened his 


life. 
wh Heroes of the Siege. 

“The siege developed many heroes. Sir 
Claude MacDonald, British Minister, was 
made commander-in-chief of the allied 
forces, and Secretdry Herbert E. Squiers of 
the American Legation was his chief of 
staff. They planned and carried out the de- 
fense of the legations, with the advice and co- 
operation of the other Ministers. Our men 
made their own ammunition when ammuni- 
tion ran short. Bullets were molded in the 
ground. We captured lots of Chinese 
powder. 

“ Joseph Mitchell, a gunner of the Newark, 
was one of the.most active men among the 
American forces, and in fact among the 
entire force of allies. Let me tell you what he 
did. He captured an old English gun that 
was made back in 1860, mounted it on an 
Austrian carriage, loaded it with Russian 
ammunition and Chinese powder, and fired 
it day and night throughout the siege. He 
went through the trying ordeal without a 
scratch up to the day the relief forces ar- 
rived, when he was shot in the arm. The 
brave fellow was taken to Tien Tsin, and. 
when we left it was feared he would lose his 
arm. We called that gun the International,“ 
and it was the pride of the legations to the 
day the last shot was fired. Mitchell made 
himself a hero in other ways. He captured a 
Boxer flag from a Chinese barricade in a 
shower of bullets and won the admiration 


ot every soul within the legation compound 


for his bravery.”’ 

Mrs. Woodward says.that at no time was 
thére any scarcity of food; although it was 
not of desirable quality. There were plenty 
of canned meats, vegetables, and preserves 
on hand, and a liberal.supply of wines, so 
that the injured and invalids did not want 
for proper nourishment or delicacies. The 
need for fresh meat, however, necessitated 
the slaughtering of horses and mules. At the 
beginning of the slege there were 108 animals 
at the legations. When the relief forte ar- 
rived only ten were left. Some of the horses 
were prized highly as saddle ponies by their 
owners, but they had to be killed to fill the 
needs of the legationers. . 

Pet Pony Makes Poor Food. 

Poor old Battery Wheeler was among 
the victims,” said Mrs. Woodward, with a 
sigh. “He was a dear little saddle pony 
belonging to Mr. Deering, second secretary 
of the British Legation. and was much ad- 
mired because he won the race last spring. 
But he was tough when he was cooked. I 
tasted him, but I don’t care much for horse- 
flesh. Some of the people took a remarkable 
fancy for horsefiesh and mule steaks, which 
are a little sweeter than horse meat. I kept 
almost entirely to other diet, and I became 
extremely weak in consequence. I did not 
realize how weak I was until I reached Yoko- 
hama, when I was taken quite fll. Some of 
us lived largely on rice, of which there was 
a great sufficiency, although it was of poor 
quality.” 

Has Pictures of Fighting. 
ing of the rapidity with which events 
‘followed each other Mrs. Woodward said: 

„There is so much to say, so many awful 
details to relate, so many trials and tribu- 
lations to recount to make the story of the 
two months’ siege complete, that it would 
take days to tell it all. It is not possible 
to tell the story of our adventures in an 
hour’s time, but I hope to be able to tell it 
to the world some day in a book which lam 
preparing. I kept a diary of each day’s ex-

Try Trip to the Sea Coast. 

Mrs. Woodward, in talking with a friend, 
said she recalied the trip out from Pekin to 
the coast with almost as much distress as 
the long days of the siege. She says of that 


It was one long series of mishaps. We 
left the Congers well and started off with 
many good wishes. We had a dreary, trou- 
dled ride from Pekin until we reached the 
river and through a country which is burned 
toacinder. Nothing could be more desolate. 
Conditions were not improved when we com- 
menced the trip down the river. We were 
constantly in fear of trouble and one of the 
bullets which sang across our way at times 
struck one of the soldier escort in the hand 
and we had to nurse him. Further than thal, 
we had to look after the soldiers who fell 
sick from exposure and fever. There was so 
little water in the river that the soldiers 
would have to get out and walk along in the 
water to get the boat over the shallow places 
and make any progress whatever. But this 
told on them, and almost to a man they had 
to be cared for after this exposure. 


Missionaries Nurse Soldiers. 

„There was no one to do any cooking on 
this long, hard trip except the missionaries, 
and they worked their passage sure enough. 
Every one who was able had to do some- 
thing in order to get through. We hag to 
assist survivors from a wreck before we 
reached Japan, and by the time we started 


I was ready to give up.” 

In referring to the beginning of the Boxer 
trouble, Mrs. Woodward says that if lega- 
tioners had but heeded the stories of the 
missionaries there would have been a differ- 
ent tale to tell. They kept bringing word 
of the threatened uprising, but the Ministers 
thought that they were alarmists.

has not paid its own Ewer. The annual pay- 
losses have been in- 
creasing year by year. They are as fol- 
lows: In 1896, $2,813,634; 1897, $3,708,076; 
1898, $4,071,711; 1 , $5,740,058." 


Mine onths’ Losses. 


- Losses to companies in the United States 
and Canada for the nine months ening on 
Sept. 30 are estimated in round numbers at 
317.000, 000, or $40,000,000 over the same 
‘period in 1890. Reports of companies for the 
Arat six months of this year showed that 
big inroads had been made into surpluses, 
and although there has been some reduction 
of the heavy fire loss ratio during the last 
two months yet the aggregate of losses for 
the year will be so large that it is simply a 
matter of self-protection for regular licensed 
companies, complying with the laws of the 
different States, to force rates up to a pay- 
ing basis if they are to continue solvent and | 
meet losses. Non-union companies are also | 
falling in line with the union's plan for rates 
based upon the cost of insurance. 


Notable Reform in Business. 


Probably the most notable reform that has 
taken place in the insurance business in 
many years is the sudden suppression of bad 
practices and practical “ bottling up of 
the non-resident or foreign broker, who has 
long been an active factor in the demoraliz- 
ing of rates and acting as godfather to 
* wildcat” and underground insurance 
companies. These brokers, operating prin- 
cipally from Chicago and New York City, 
formerly placed large lines for trusts and 
corporations in.a manner that brought them 
immense returns in the way of commissions. . 
Their method was to underbid. For instance, 
where a million-dollar line was in the mar- 
ket and where the premfum in regular com- 
| panies was about $15,000, to offer to place it 
at $12,000. One-half was divided among re- 
sponsible companies at regular rates, while 
the remainder was written in unlicensed and 
irresponsible companies at cut rates and big 
-commissio In case a loss occurred the 
regular companies paid up, but little or noth- 
‘ing was obtained from 3 
cerns. 

Through but ec erted action 
upon the part of the Western union and the 
National Association of Local Fire Agents, 
large lines of insurance must now be placed 
in their entirety in regu companies at 
tariff rates on not one dollar's worth will be 
written. In addition, the local agent has 
won a signal victory, as he is recognized in 
his district and is entitled to the placing of 
the insurance on all property within his 
jurisdiction, whether dealing with a broker 
or a corporation. The changes in rates and 
practices in the fire insurance world just now 
are of unusual and public interest.

| WANT REALTY LAW AMENDED. 


Real Estate Board Objects to Restric- { 


tions on Ownership by Corporations 
Permit to Marshall Field. 


The Chicago Real Estate board's 
tee to amend the statutes authorizing the 


forming of corporations in Illinois met yes- 


terday and decided on a report. Tt will 
recommend to the board tomorrow afternoon 
that an amendment be introduced at the next 
session of the Legislature eliminating the 
present restrictions on real estate brokers 
and the ownership of buildings and ground 
by corporations.

The law was framed to provide against cor- 


porate control of 3 lands in Uni- 
nois.
